U.S. sources yesterday said that 
they never expected Egypt to of- 
ficially approve the paper as it read. 
It was always assumed that the 
Egyptians as well as the Syrians and 
the Jordanians would come toward 
with requests for some amendments 
and modifications. 


But the sources stressed that the 
Egyptian reply was not one that 
would indicate a dead-end to the 
talks. 

Senator Richard Stone, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Sub- 
committee on the Near East, said 
however that the initial Egyptian 
response Indicates that the Soviet 
Union "failed to deliver, ’’ despite the 
U.S.-Soviet statement .on the Mid- 
dle East 

State Department Spokesman 
Hodding Carter yesterday declined 
to discuss details of the Egyptian 
reply. He said the U.S. does not 
believe that its efforts to reconvene 
the Geneva conference “are helped 
by discussing the contents or timing 
of the various responses on this 
paper." 

The spokesman added that the 
U.S. remains "determined to do all 
possible to have the Geneva con- 
ference reconvened by the end of this 
year. At this sensitive stage, this end 
is best served through quiet 
diplomacy."

TEL AVTV. — The Council of the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
last night approved Its Executive's 
recommendation to join the ruling 
coalition. 

The Council resolved this just 
before midnight by a vote of 88 to 40, 
with two abstentions, after a stormy 
five-hour debate at Beit Sokolow 
here. 

The addition of the DMC to the 
coalition will give the government & 
comfortable majority of 78 In the 120- 
member Knesset. So far it could rely 
on only flj votes. 

The DMC council will meet again 
at 7 p.m. on Sunday at Beit Sokolow 
to elect members to the ministerial 
posts the government has ottered it. 

The DMC’s decision appeared a 
foregone conclusion yesterday mor- 
ning when the movement's leaders 
met their future coalition partners at 
the Prime Minister's office. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich. In- 
dustry Minister Yigal Hurvltz and 
Arye Dulzin of the Likud, Yehuda 
Ben-Melr of the National Religious 
Party. Rabbi Shlomo Lorlncz of 
Agudat Yisrael and the DMC's 
Yigael Yadin, Shmuel Tamlr and 
Meir Amit quickly agreed that the 
Likud offers, made last month, were 
accepted. 

The participants also agreed to 
form subcommittees to decide which 
Knesset committees the DMC will 
head (now It heads the State Control 
Committee — a post ‘ traditionally 
reserved tor the opposition). 

Yadin told reporters the sides will 
also decide on DMC participation in 
ministerial committees. Yadin will 
be a member of the Ministerial Com- 
mittee on Security and head the 
Ministerial Committee on Society 
and Social Betterment, but other 
details are still to he worked out. 

The DMC leader said he will also 
ask to be responsible for the Broad-

The DMC’s decision to join the 
government means that advocate 
Amnon Goldenberg, who had been 
offered the Justice portfolio, and 
Moshe Nlsaim, who had been elected 
the Liberal Party's fourth minister, 
will not assume these posts. 

But Liberal MK Avraham Sbarlr 
yesterday suggested co-opting 
Nissixn to the cabinet as Minister 
responsible for contacts with the 
Knesset. 

Ehrlich approved the initiative, 
but Sharir conceded this is a 
"delicate" matter.

He 
stomped on it and broke it. We had to 
swear and promise we would never 
buy anything with a Jewish Star an 
it."- 

Mrs. Santiago spoke of the 


suspense that the three Jewish girls 

- must have undergone, declaring: "I 
don’t know what they went through 
for those three hours when he said at 
8 o’clock he was going to kill them. I 
felt so sorry for them," and she 

. again began to weep. 

• .She -said that afterwards, while he 
never again threatened the Jewish 
girls specifically with execution, "he 
slapped them around.” The terrorist 
leader also pushed others of the 88 
hostages around when he was In a 
bad mood. , 

• Mrs. Santiago then went on to 
describe, at great length, the brutal 
"execution" ot Capi. Juergen 
Schumann after the plane landed in 
Aden. Schumann had told the 
. terrorists that the undercarriage 
had been damaged when South 
Yemeni officials obliged him to land 
on an unpaved runway, and he was 
permitted to leave the plane to 
check. 

But about a half hour later, Mrs. 
Santiago said, the terrorist leader 
announced to the passengers: "Your 
Captain Schumann. See what he did 

— he ran away to the enemy and let

Lorincz, who called at his office. 

The Prime Minister's undertaking 
was later published in an official 
communique stating that "all under- 
takings the government made in the 
coalition agreement of the 3rd of 
Tamua 5137 are firm and binding and 
will be honoured by the entire 
government." 

Robber nabs plane 
to see friend 

ATLANTA. — A suspected Georgia 
bank robber hijacked a Frontier 
Airlines jetliner in Nebraska yester- 
day and forced it to fly to Atlanta to 
tree from jail a prisoner who ad- 
mitted to police In Alabama that he 
had a homosexual relationship with 
the hijacker. 

The Boeing 737 jetliner, hijacked 
at Grand Island. Nebraska, with 11 
passengers and tour crew members 
on board, landed at Atlanta’s 
Hartsflcld airport at 12:02 p.m. EDT 
(6:02 p.m. Israel time). It had first 
stopped at Kansas City to release 20 
women and children on board. 

The hijacker was identified by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation as 
Thomas Michael Hannan. 29, of 
Grand Islhnd. They said the prisoner 
he came to free was George David 
Stewart, 29, a native of Mobile. 
Alabama. The two were arrested in 
Alabama in September after 
allegedly holding up an Atlanta 
bank. 

A Mobile police Intelligence report 
on Stewart describes him as a "real 
weirdo" who was anti-Jewiah and 
was arrested on a downtown Mobile 
street in 2973 carrying a concealed 
weapon under a Nad uniform. 

Generals take over 
again in Thailand 

BANGKOK (UPI). — Thailand's 
senior generals, angered at delays In 
restoring democracy, overthrew 
their own appointed ministers 
yesterday in a bloodless coup and 
promised elections next year. 

Official Radio Thailand said the 
coup leader, former Defence 
Minister Admiral Sangad Chaloryoo, 
told King Bhumlbol he was forced to 
seize power "to remedy a 
deteriorating situation." 

Political sources said Prime 
Minister Tanin Kraivchien had 
refused a “request" by the military 
command to fire half of his 18-man 
cabinet, and the generals then 
launched their coup yesterday even- 
ing. Tanin, In office just two days un- 
der a year, had been appointed 
premier by Sangad last October 22, 
Sangad, who ended Thailand's ex- 
periment with democracy through a 
coup last year, criticized bis ap- 
pointee’s 18-year plan to hold elec- 
tions in 1992 as "far too long" and not 
meeting the wishes of the people. 

In the meantime, Sangad has 
banned political gatherings. 


casting Authority. 

The half-hour meeting ended with 
a toast. This caused some resent- 
ment among Council members, com- 
plaining the leadership did not wait 
for their approval. But Yadin brush- 
ed this off. telling the Council: 
"Anyway, the brandy was no good.” 
The heated Council debate at Belt 
Sokolov here proceeded at a fast 
pace as members were limited to 
five minutes each. 

Yadin, who earlier had opposed 
joining the coalition, said he had 
changed his mind because of the 
“approaching emergency." He 
reported that his meetings in the 
U.S. in the past fortnight had con- 
vinced him that President Jimmy 
Carter and the Administration "are 
all involved in one Issue only : ours. 
It’ 8 frightening," he said. 

Tamlr added that the recent 
Soviet-American declaration 
suddenly brought both superpowers 
to a common basis which fs 
dangerous for Israel. ‘ ‘The timetable 
has changed and our reaction must 
be different, ■' he declared 
passionately. 

Yadin said that American Jewry is 
one of Israel's main assets, despite 
“incitement" from “high echelons" 
who claim that the Jews* loyalty to 
the U.S. is being tested. Yadin said 
he never saw Jews so united to help 
Israel. But, he added, the Jews can- 
not understand why the Israelis 
cannot unite around the existing con- 
sensus. 

"I- hope I’ll be proven wrong. 
We’re now facing the toughest test 
we’ve faced since 1948. Therefore we 
must help the government. ..change 
the economy, solve social 
problems. ..or else we won’t sur- 
vive.” Yadin was alluding to the 
similarity in the Likud and DMC 
social and economic platforms. 

MK Mordechal Elgrahly, a leader 
of North African students, argued he 
had not noticed any social or 
economic government plan, “and 
the question is whether to let the 
situation deteriorate or to help the 
Prime Minister succeed." 

The DMC leaders were also 
heartened by the flexibility Begin 
showed in the talks with the U.S. 
over the Geneva conference. 

"We must acknowledge this flex- 
ibility." Yadin told the Council. He 
recalled saying to U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and National 
Security Advisor Zbigniew 
BrzczlnskJ that "if someone would 
have told me eight months ago that 
the Likud government would ap- 
prove this Vance-Dayan working 
paper I would have said he’s seeing 
castles In the air." 

Some leaders' desire to support 
the government was partly 
motivated by the realization there Is 
no viable alternative to the present 
government since the main opposi- 
tion party — Labour — Is in "a 
shambles." 

Yadin, Elgrably and Amit added 
that an opposition party can do very 
little to achieve Its goals. 

"Will we fare better by performing 
(inside i or by being outside? Outside 
there will be sterile activity," Amit 
argued. 

The DMC is getting the equivalent 
of seven portfolios in the previous 
government, Yadin added. 

Yadin also argued the voter 
wanted the DMC to do "everything” 
to be in the government. But his op- 
ponents accused him of forsaking 
DMC goals tor a few seats at the 
cabinet table. 

"We’re talking about joining the 
cabinet contrary to our promises to

the electorate,” MK Amnon Rubins- 
tein complained. "Who will believe 
us that there is an emergency? Two 
weeks ago (before Yadin went to the 
U.S.) there was no emergency. The 
public will say we don’t read 
newspapers." he argued. 

"If there really is an emergency, 
why Jet's help the government. Let 
us declare we support it. But we 
don't have to be pari of the gover- 
ning system and share respon- 
sibility." 


Yadin interrupted: "Like Agudnt 
Yisrael (which is a member o: the 
coalition but does not sit in the 
cabinet)?" 

The argument seems ta have been 
summarized in Council member 
Ya'aeov Golan's statement that "lo 
give birth, one must sometimes 
deviate from a certain principle. The 
DMC is very quickly becoming an 
old unwanted spinster." 

One of the Council members shot 
back: "Are you proposing the DMC 
become a whore?" 


DMC COALITION TERMS 


The following are the terms, 
offered by the Likud a month ago 
and under which the DMC has now 
agreed to join the coalition : 

• The DMC will retain freedom or 
expression and freedom to abstain in 
the Knesset on political matters 
relating to Judea and Samaria. (The 
DMC is ready for territorial con- 
cessions there, unlike the Likud. i 

• The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee will have the 
final say on settlement, if a DMC 
cabinet member demands a debate 
there. 

° In addition to being deputy and 
acting prime minister. Prof. Yadin 
will coordinate the ministries deal- 
ing with social betterment and will- 
control budgetary, allocations. 


• The Social Betterment Ministry 
will include the present Ministries cf 
Labour and Social Welfare and the 
National Insurance Institute. The 
Health Ministry will be incorporated 
after the National Health Insurance 
bill is enacted, or — if that bill does 
not pass — no later than in a year 
from now. 

• A committee of the four coalition 
partners (Likud, DMC, National 
Religious Party and Agudat Yisrael) 
will take up electoral reform and will 
decide on the number of regions into 
which the country will be divided. 
The DMC will have freedom of vote 
on the proposed bill. 

■ The DMC will have freedom of 
vote on all religious matters, in- 
cluding those pertaining to :be status 
quo or religious affairs.

Israel has no postal museum, but If it had, a prime 
candidate for display there would be a letter recently 
received in Jerusalem. The envelope Is currently 
resting in a cardboard file, in a closet on the second 
floor of the General Post Office building in the capital. 

The letter was mailed to the Jerusalem addressee 
from Kibbutz Ma'ayan Zvi 35 years ago. 

- “I can assure you this is an exceptional case." 
quipped Shlomo Anbar, director of the Communications 
Ministry's Postal Service, when 77ie Jerusalem Post 
asked him recently about some unusually long delays in 
delivery of mail from overseas. 

Anbar. a former brigadier general, openly admits to 
the delays. He says: "There have been delays in recent 
weeks, especially in delivery of mail from overseas. But 
its not our fault. Actually, the chief cause was that Rosh 
Hashana, Yom Kippur and the Succot festival all fell on 
weekdays." 

Anbar pointed out that every festival has a “holiday 
eve" preceding it. "These, as you know, are half- 
workdays, and we have had quite a few of them this 
year. And the coincidence of the Rosh Hashana/Yom 
Kippur observances with the Moslem Ramadan/Id el- 
Fltr rites didn’t help matters either, as hundreds of 
Arab postal workers took off. 

“Meanwhile, jets kept on landing at Ben-Gurion Air- 
port. unloading thousands of sacks of mall. Overseas 
postal authorities, of course, cannot be expected to an- 
ticipate our peculiar religious and manpower problems. 
So there was a pile-up. By the time a batch had been 


sorted and sent.to a regional distribution centre — well, 
it was a weekend again." 

So everything ceases to move. Here and there a sorter 
or letter-carrier has taken a prolonged holiday vaca- 
tion. Substitutes are not always available. Even when 
they are, chances are they are not sufficiently familiar 
with the layout of a population centre, or with the 
locations of addressees who neglect to mark their 
names on the mailbox. Only the regular letter-carrier 
knows how to find these people. More delays. 

Yehuda Landau, in charge of overseas mall, opened a 
file. In it was a report monitoring postmarks In a sack of 
letters that arrived yesterday morning by air from the 
U.S. “Today is October 18," said Landau., “Yet, in the 
sack we found letters postmarked not only October 22, 
13 or 24. We also saw quite a few postmarked October 
8 ." 

This proves — said the two men — that local delays of 
foreign mails can sometimes, even frequently, be blam- 
ed on delays at the other end. 

Another factor determining delivery time is the fre- 
quency of dispatch from the sending co untry . Thus, 
while mail from the U.S. arrives dally, postal matter 
from Britain arrives only three times a week — 
something not many people know. This is despite daily 
flights from London to Tel Aviv. 

But vagaries of air shipment schedule* and problems 
of transhipments In foreign airports are only part of 
the story. More problems — and some sparkling plana 
for solving them — will be discussed In a future article.

Strike looms over firing of textile workers

DEMONA. — The works committee 
of the Kltan textile plant here 
threatened drastic measures — in- 
cluding the possibility of striking the 
plant — if no progress is made by 
this morning in the dispute over the 
firing of 229 workers. 

Representatives of management 
and the workers, accompanied by 
local labour council officials, con-' 
tinned tegotiattofitr late lost night at 
HJstadrut headquarters in Tel- Aviv 
in .an attempt, to -reach a com- 
promise. 

The dispute erupted last Sunday 
when management presented 
notices of dismissal to the 229 
workers — some of them veterans 
with 25 years experience and a few 
months short of retirement benefits. 
The reason given was efficiency

aimed at countering losses.

TEL AVIV (Itim). — The District 
Court here yesterday deferred dis- 
cussion on convicted embezzler 
Yehoshua Benslon's request for the 
dismissal of the receiver appointed 
for his defunct Israel-British Bank. 
Judge Shlomo Lowenberg said that 
as Bension — released from prison in 
September at the Prime Minister's 
recommendation on grounds of ill- 
health — was still a bankrupt, he 
could not take part In the legal 
deliberations. 

The judge said he would invite the 
trustees in bankruptcy and a 
representative of the receiver to give 
him their opinion on the request 
before holding a hearing on the 
latter. 

Bension made the application* 
around the time (February 1975)- 
that he was sentenced to a 22-year 
Jail term for embezzling $47m. from 
IBB, Hearings on it were deferred at 
the time pending the outcome of 
bankruptcy proceedings begun 
against Bension after he failed to 
pay the IL2Sm. fine levied against 
him when he lost his appeal on the 
prison sentence. 

In his decision yesterday, Judge 
Lowenberg said that Benslon’s 
release from prison did not cancel the 
fine against him. “It should be clear 
to everyone that Bension remains 
convicted of his criminal activities 
and that nothing has been changed 


by his release." the Judge said. 

In requesting the dismissal of 
Yosef Millo as receiver for IBB. Ben- 
sion had claimed that appointment 
gave preference to the Bank of Israel 
among CBB's creditors. In addition 
to requesting MQlo's dismissal, Ben- 
sion had also asked for cancellation 
of recognition of a UAlm. IBB debt 
to the Bank of Israel and of a 
IL464xn. debt to IBB of London. 

In order to gain legal standing for 
his application Bension 
had had to present proof of his status 
as IBB creditor. He did so — to the 
amount of only IL55.000. Judge 
Lowenberg poured scorn on this 
yesterday, and on the manner in 
which the proof was presented, 
noting that only a full year after Ben- 
sion' s first application had he 
offered proper evidence of his status 
as creditor.

"Many local authorities for some reason 
shy away from action when it cornea to the 
Beduln. Crops are ruined and parks ore 
destroyed. But In some places like Rash 
Hft’ayin, local functionaries provide Beduin 
with notes to the effect that they have their 
'permission' to be there. A blind eye is 
deliberately turned to behaviour that would 
never be tolerated of a Jewish Inhabitant of 
any town. If more local governments would 
complain and alert the police, this situation 
could be handled,” Gallli asserted.

Tests show NY diamond jeweller idiot, burned 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP). — 
The body identified as that of New 
York diamond dealer Abraham 
Shafizadeh had in fact been shot and 
burned, as originally believed, police 
now say. 

Dr. Rafael Criado, pathologist at 
.the state morgue, explained on 
Wednesday that three bullet par- 
ticles were discovered in the body 
found charred and burned about 80 
km s. outside San Juan just one day 
after Shafizadeh 's arrival here. 

Criado told a news conference he 
originally disregarded the seeming- 
ly unburned corpse exhumed on Fri- 
day because it was not charred as be 
had expected. He said he later realiz- 
ed that the body, buried on August 4, 
had decomposed to such a degree 
that it did not show any bum marks. 


He added that he discovered the 
bullet particles la the final X-rays. 

He said he was now convinced that 
the burned body an which he had per- 
formed an autopsy in August and 
that of the seemingly un burned body 
which was exhumed on Friday were 
"one and the same persons." 

Authorities had exhumed four 
bodies last weekend In the search for 
the. charred remains of 
Criado checked Shafts adeh's dental 
charts against the first body exhum- 
ed and found they matched. After ad- 
ditional teats, he announced on Tues- 
day that it was in fact that of 
Shafizadeh. 

Col. Hector M. Lugo, director of 
the Bureau of Criminal 
Investigations, said he la expanding 
the investigation to New York “now 


that Shafizadeh’B body bas been 
positively identified." 

The dead Jeweler’s brother, Dr. 
Farokh Shafizadeh-Hakimi of 
Chicago, said that Shafizadeh left 
New York on July 28 with more than 
$200,000 in gems and was supposed to 
see San Juan jeweler Hector 
Acevedo during his trip. However. 
Acevedo has denied he saw him. 

Two other mainland diamond 
brokers were killed here just months 
apart in 1974. All three were shot 
with .38-calibre pistols, but police 
said a ballistics test showed different 
guns were used in each slaying. 

Shafizadeh "s body was turned over 
to his brother, who was expected to 
take it back to New York. Originally 
he was expected to take the body to 
Israel for burial.

TEL AVIV. — Deputy Finance 
Minister Yehezkel Flomin said new 
economic reforms are due 
"shortly.” but refused to reveal their 
nature In a speech to to rotary club 
members here yesterday.

The accelerated rate of inflation 
and its Implications for the cost-of- 
living allowance will apparently be 
the main topic to be discussed today 
at a meeting between Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich and 
Histadrut Secretary-General

The Histadrut has demanded that 
if prices Increase by more than 5 per 
cent in a three-month period, the C-o- 
L allowance should be increased, in- 
stead of waiting six months as at pre- 
sent. 

Meshel is also expected to raise 


the Histadrut demand that the 
Government subsidize Kupat Holim 
at some fixed proportion of the sick- 
fund's budget. Ehrlich opposes this, 
on the grounds that a national health 
insurance law is in the offing. 

As for short-term policies. Ehrlich 
will discuss with Meshel the 
minister's plan to introduce a 
“creeping reduction” of subsidies on 
prices of basic foodstuffs and public 
transport fares. 

Soon after the Histadrut conven- 
tion. which opens on November 7, 
negotiations on new wage 
agreements are expected to begin 
between tbe Histadrut and the 
employers’ organizations.

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Biggest German manhunt since World War II 

Bonn hunts 16 Schleyer killers 


BONN. — West German police 
yesterday launched what they called 
their most extensive hunt since 
World War H for 10 persons — 10 of 
them women — sought In the kidnap* 
murder of Industrialist Hanna - 
M&rtln Schleyer. 

“They shall not rest,” government 
spokesman 'Klaus BoelUng said of 
Che terrorists. "Every citizen in our 
country will help security officials 
track them down.” 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt called 
on world governments, as well as the 
German people, to close ranks in the 
fight against extremist guerrillas. 
Schmidt yesterday addressed parlia- 
ment for 40 minutes on the crisis 
which began with Schleyer'a kidnap- 
ping in Cologne on September 5 and 
later involved the hijacking of the 
Lufthansa Boeing 787 airliner. 

Preliminary examinations of the 
body of Schleyer, found in the trunk 
of a car parked in Mulhouse, Trance, 
cm Wednesday night, showed that he 
was shot in the back of the head, ac- 
cording to French officials. They 
added that other head Injuries 
appeared to have been caused by 
heavy blows. 

Schleyer was killed apparently 
after three leaders of the Baader- 
Meinhof urban guerrilla gang com- 
mitted suicide in German jails under 


mysterious circumstances following 
the rescuing of the 88 hostages from 
the hijacked plane in' Somalia in a 
German commando raid. 

But violence erupted against 
German-connected stores and 
vehicles across Europe during the 
night Wednesday In apparent protest 
against the jallhouse deaths of the 
three terrorists. Explosions ripped 
through German auto showrooms in 
the Paris suburb of Pant-Marly and 
the southern French city of 
Toulouse, heavily Anrwtagtng new 
cars hut causing no reported In- 
juries. A Paris laboratory owned by 
a German chemical firm was bomb- 
ed. Other German-related incidents 
were reported In Holland, Italy, 
Austria, Britain and Greece. 

"One hundred thousand explosive 
attacks will destroy the structures of 
West German economic capitalism 
in Europe," said an anonymous 
Germ an- accented caller to the 
Marseilles office of a French news 


agency. 

The Federal Criminal Office in 
Bonn said it believed that Schleyer's 
killers were part of the same 
’terrorist pell responsible for the 
slaying of banker Juergen Ponto and 
Chief Federal prosecutor Siegfried 
Buback. At airports, railway 
stations and shopping areas 


throughout West Germany, police 
were distributing 100,000 handbills 
with the pictures of the 16 suspects. 

Radio and television reports ad- 
vised Germans of special telephone 
numbers where they could report 
tips. Police also began spot checks of 
motorists on major highways in 
West Germany and West Berlin, and . 
border guards increased their sur- 
veillance at crossing points. 

I Criminal Office spokesmen said 
police had raided eight suspected 
terrorist hideouts and seised IS 
vehicles used in the attacks. 

Chancellor Schmidt, looking 
strained from loss of sleep, told 
legislators that the event which 
began with Schleyer's kidnapping 
had filled West Germans "with pain, 
suffering, hope, happiness and dis- 
appointment.” Schmidt said that the 
help West Germany had received 
from other governments — notably 
Somalia — "shows how much the 
, awareness- has grown that 
everyone must be prepared to work 
together to provide effective protec- 
tion against the taking of hostages." 

He said that West Germany, which 
presented the draft of an anti- 
hostage resolution at the UN a year 
ago, would press all member states 
to pass this treaty as soon as possi- 
ble. (AP.UPJ)

Ex-SS man Schleyer foresaw end 


BONN (AP). — Hanns-Martln 
Schleyer, the 62-year-old in- 
dustrialist murdered by terrorist 
kidnappers, got his early training as 
a Nasi economic administrator in 
Czechoslovakia and after the war 
became one of West Germany's most 
Influential businessmen. 

As president of the Federal 
Association of Employers since 1973, 
he directed the negotiation of wage 
contracts with the unions each year. 
As president of the Federal Industry 
Association, he was industry's 
leading spokesman. 

In frequent appearances on televi- 
sion and other platforms, he 
staunchly defended the principles of 
leiatimg — relentless hard work — 


and free enterprise which helped to 
make West Germany an economic 
giant again after World War U. 

In July, at the funeral of his friend 
Juergen Ponto, a leading banker 
'who was shot to death by terorists at 
his home near Frankfurt, Schleyer 
reportedly told friends: “The next 
victim Is standing In this room." 

Schleyer's body was found by 
French police on Wednesday tn the 
trunk of a car in Mulhouse, 44 days 
after he was kidnapped in a bloody 
ambush in Cologne. 

Born in Offenburg, Schleyer, like 
his father, became a lawyer. As a 
law student at Heidelberg and 
Innsbruck University, he joined the 
Nazi Party and the SS and in 1943 


was sent to Prague. There he super- 
vised Czechoslovakia's 'economic 
contribution to Hitler's war 
machine. 

He joined the Daimler-Benz 
organization. West Germany’s most 
. prestigious automobile company, in 
1961 and rose to the board of direc- 
tors after only eight years. 

He earned the enmity of organized 
labour . in 1666 when he ordered a 
lockout of striking metal workers in 
Bade n-Wuerttem berg state. And 
having built the Federal Employers 
Association into one of the most 
powerful lobbies in Bonn, he was no 
friend of the unions backing 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt’s 
labour-oriented Social Democrats. 


WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. 
Energy Secretary James 
Schleslnger said on Wednesday that 
the U.S. might some day have to 
protect its Middle East oil supply. 

The nation "must reckon with the 
necessity of maintaining the 
physical security of our sources of 
(oil) supply in the Middle East," 
Schleslnger said in a speech to a 
military association. 

He termed this a military reapon- 
. sibillty which could be "potentially 
demanding," but he did not 
elaborate. 

He said by the mid-1980s, world oil 
production would not meet potential 
demand- Unless the UJL had begun 
shifting to other fuels by then, it 
would face an energy shortage, high 
unemployment, in fl ation and reces- 
sion, he commented. 

Schleslnger said such a rituatiora 
"could shake the political and social 
foundations of the U.S. In a way that 
they have not been shaken since the 
1930s" — a reference to the Great 
Depression. 

The U.S. first experienced an 
energy shortage during the Arab oil 
embargo of 1973-74, when it depend- 
ed on foreign nations for about 36 per 
cent of its oil. Now the percentage is 
48 per cent, and the Impact of 
another cut-off would be more 
severe than before, Schleslnger said. 

He said the U.S^ must adjust its 
economy away from 'heavy 
dependence on oil during the next 
eight years. 


WASHINGTON. (Reuter). — The 
U.S. says It is reassessing its 
relation*, with South Africa after 
Wednesday's crackdown on critics of 
the white government there. 

A strongly-worded State Depart- 
ment statement reflected a feeling 
here that relations . between the 
Carter Administration and the 
government of Prime Minister John 
Vorster were in danger of 
deteriorating seriously. 

■Vice-President Walter Mondale, in, 
an interview with the "Rand Daily 
Mail," said a few days ago it would 
be increasingly difficult for 
Washington to continue to have good 
relations with Pretoria unless there 
were changes in South Africa. 

As part of these changes, he said. It 
was crucial for the Vorster govern- 
ment to begin a dialogue with non- 
white political leaders In South 
Africa. 

But the government cracked down 
sharply Wednesday on black leaders 
and their white sympathisers, ban- 
ning 18 organisations and the two 
main black newspapers and 
arresting at least 50 people. 

State Department spokesman Hod- 
ding Garter said the crack-down was 
"designed to stifle the fr ee dom of ex- 
pression by spokesmen for black 
aspirations in South Africa.” 

A group of Congressmen, led by 
Democrat Andrew Maguire, said 
they were considering legislation - 
which would suspend loan 
guarantees to U.S. firms investing in 
South Africa.

(Onttntd tram page one) 
people suffer.” Then, according to 
Mrs. Santiago, the terrorist leader 
said that the pilot was captured by 
the South Yemenis and brought back 
to the airplane. 

"He (the terrorist leader) made 
him kneel in front of everyone,”

And then Mrs. Santiago said: "So 
we lost all hope, because we decided 
if he could kill one of us. It didn't 
matter any more if he killed us all.”

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Carter, In a calculated political 
gamble, said yesterday that he 
would cancel an important nine- 
nation tour next month if Congress 
did not back his drive to cut 
America's energy consumption. 

The President told reporters he 
would call off the tour if the two 
houses of Congress did not agree on 
acceptable energy legislation before 
his planned departure on November 
22 . 

Political analysts viewed the move 
as placing pressure on Congress 
either to act or take any blame for 
hindering his foreign policy objec- 
tives and creating a serious 
domestic crisis over energy. 

The Immediate reaction from 
Congress was that Carter had better 
not pack his bags yet for the trip — 
his second abroad since coming to of- 
fice last January — since it could 
still he wrestling with energy Issues 
into December.

Another factor, which did come 
out clearly during the programme Is 
that the obtaining of the right to 
adequate medical attention by all 
sectors of the population — it used to 
be a privilege of the upper and mid- 
dle classes — has resulted in the 
need for mass production methods 
and bureaucracy. There is ho doubt 
that the poor are getting Infinitely 
better treatment than they used to 
get in the past, but other classes feel 
that they have lost something 
precious, the family doctor like Dr. 
Welby. 

A very wise woman doctor from 
Kupat Hollm, with an unspe liable 
name, admitted that there are such 
problems, hut she believes that there 
is still place for the family doctor in 
medicine today. 8he mentioned 
several efforts to change the system 
and to get a more human approach. 

On- the question of what should be 
told. to patients and their, families,.. 

‘°FroL'fien--Bessat said very. sensibly-, 
that . there: was no absolute rule;.. 

- : what' the - doctor should-' do- varied 
with each individual case. Dr. Hadar 
thought that the patient, lacking 
medical training, was hardly 
qualified to diagnose and treat his 
condition, and had to rely on a doctor 
who had had such training.

Gan 
any better system than that used in 
the Kupat Hollm clinics be devised? 

One aspect of "The Third Hour" is j 
worth mentioning.

IT WAS a very shrewd move on the 
part of Y&ron London to go off for a 
few weeks to the U.S.A. ; he is so im- 
comparably superior to the others 
who tried to run his "Behind the 
Headlines” programme that even 
his critics must have hailed his 
return with relief.

Glazunov spent most of August In 
wester n Siberia, working from 8 
a-m. to 11 pjn. to produce 60 pain- 
tings and drawings to be submitted 
for publication as a folio of prints.

Not only did Glazunov get through 
[an impressive amount of work, he 
also made friends in Siberia, in- 
cluding the construction manager, 
party secretary , union chairman and 
secretary of the Komsomol along tbe 
BAM section he toured. They wrote 
to "Pravda" and to the Ministry of 
Culture, praising him as an artist 
and an emissary of culture "con- 
tributing to the artistic education of 
tto young builders of BAM.” 

The results were startling. 
Suddenly Ilya Glazunov was again 
being described by Tass as a 
."prominent Soviet painter” and 
"Pravda” was reproducing his BAM 
pictures. Tto BAM crew invited him 
hack to show Ms work at an arts 
festival in late September In the 
town of Yst-Tsflma and again on Oc- 
tober 22 as a guest on the first train 
to roll down the 200 -kilometre section 
between Magfotralnyi and Yulian. 

"Things have stabilized a little 
now,” Glazunov said. He no longer 
fears the loss of his impressive 
studio and apartment within sight of 
the Kremlin domes. 

But Glazunov believes authorities 
may have intervened to keep an emi- 
nent foreign visitor to Moscow from 
sitting for a Glazunov portrait, 
which had been discussed to advance 
through an emissary. He pointed out 
tha t although he is a member of the . 
official Union of Artists, he is not In- 
cluded in a major exhibition of 8,000 
paintings by Soviet artists marking 
the 80th anniversary of tbe Revolu- 
tion. 

But, to said, he is used to being ex- 
cluded from exhibitions. "In tto past 

20 years I have had only three ahows 


to my own country and each of them 
was closed early. Nine Soviet 
museums have my paintings but not 
one shows them,” he said. 

IT IS an unusual situation for an of- 
ficial artist — but Glazunov says he 
is official only by sufferance. He 
says it took the Union of Artists 10 
years to accept him and then only 
grudgingly because of his acclaim 
outside the Soviet Union. 

He has painted a host of foreign 
digrdtaries, including tbe kings of 
Sweden and Laos, the former Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and 
the late Chilean President Salvatore 
Allende as well as actresses Gina 
Lellobrigida and Anita Ekberg. Last 
year he was one of several Soviet ar- 
tists asked to paint 70 birthday por- 
traits of Party leader Leonid I- 
Brezhnev, Glazunov’s portrait, 
showing Brezhnev without medals 
and the domes of the Kremlin 
churches minus their crosses behind 
him. was reproduced fa "Ogonyok” 
magazine. 

His lifestyle la also unusual. 
A native Russian who also speaks 
English, French, Italian and Ger- 
man. "he lives in an apartment 
crowded with antique Ikons, 
samovars and French furniture, tbe 
pre-Revolutionary heirlooms of his 
and his wife’s families. 

In addition to portraits, Glazunov 
paints scenes of the modern Soviet 
city to a romantic vein dominated by 
-loneliness, illustrations of 
Dostoevsky and a series of old Rus- 
sian motifs — none of them in a style 
even vaguely resembling Socialist 
Realism. 

Glazunov says he is satisfied with 
his life to Moscow as long as he can 
continue to paint as he likes — in- 
cluding "The Mystery of the 20th 
Century.” At the same time, he says, 
he does not seek tto kind of scandal 
that that painting created. "Some 
people want scandal to order to 
emigrate like a hero, to make their 
name before they go to the West. I 
don't want to emigrate.

Gail Hoffman 

Free-lancer 
in Palestine 


JERUSALEM POST readers who] 
have been reading the paper since it 
was The Palestine Post to Man- 
datory times knew Gall Hoffman as 
an American free-lance writer. She 
Interviewed and sometimes 
photographed King Abdullah, his 
wives in Amman. Farouk’s first 
wife, the wife of Haile Selassie when 
she was here to exile from Ethiopia 
and other notables. 

Gail Hoffman has now died, aged 
81, in her birthplace, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. Daughter of one of tto 
pioneer Conservative rabbis to the] 
U.S., she grew up in a religious and 
Zionist atmosphere, supervising the 
early Young Judea clubs In Newark, 
New Jersey. Always enterprising, 
during World War I, she taught fruit 
and vegetable canning to women and 
organized a Jewish Farmerette Unit 
to take the place of men in 
agriculture. 

She finally came to stay in 
Palestine after two previous visits 
and worked on The Palestine Poet 
During World War II, she published 
a pocket guide to Palestine' for the 
English troops. Later she enlarged It 
and Lippincott and Co. published it 
as "The Land and People of Israel” 

— part of a series — which was very 
well received. 

On her return to the U.S. in 194S, 
she kept up her busy pace. Now she 
is gone, and her fearlessness and 
talent for writing remain in our 
memories.

In 
the French tradition, with a govern- 
ment of national union, would suit 
the Communist Party better than 
would the Union of the Left.” 

The Communists’ Interpretation of 
tto Socialists’ behaviour, as outlined 
by Its political bureau, is based on 
the theory that the Socialists are us- 
ing them as scapegoats while trying 
to put their own house to order.

"The Socialist Party has em- 
barked on a campaign to camouflage 
its swing to the right. It is obviously 
trying to settle its Internal problems 
and to make a better showing in the 
eyes of public opinion. The Socialist 
Party gives the impression that It is 
turning the page on tto Union of the 
Left and is now concerned exclusive- 
ly with satisfying its electoral am- 
bitions." 

If, as it seems, a new generation of 
communists are being bred to 
suspect social democracy, ft will be 
time to sound the knell for left-wing 
unity in France. It took two decades 
for France's Socialists and Com- 
munists to overcome tto grievances 
which the "cold war" and the 
Algerian struggle for independence 
had made second nature. Now new 
rancours could divide them again for 
another 20 years.

The Wind women who live in one- 
section. of St. Vincent de Paul 
Hospice are an out-going, musically- 
gifted group, When I saw them this 
week I was deeply moved by their, 
rendition of “I shall contemplate 
your splendour, O Jerusalem ! " They 
’not only sing together, hut. they also 
play the piano, and teach music to 
the girls who live in the hospice and 
attend school there. Their knitting Is 
another way in -which they help 
others — and it helps them avoid the 
pitfall of self-pity. Several learned to 
read Braille in earlier years. One 
read from . Psalm ' 40 1st French 
Braille. 


CHRISTIAN COMMENT 
Oikooonenikos 


THE CHILDREN who live in the 
Hospice come from a variety of dif-' 
ficult situations. Frequently they are 
admitted^ at the request of the 
Ministry of Social Welfare, which 
also gives grants for the Hospice 
programme. 

The Sisters of Charity in 
Bethlehem- have a home foi; aban- 
doned children, many of whom are 
eventually adopted. In Bethany, the 
Order is responsible for about 100 
Arab orphan boys. 

There are about 6o Sisters of 
Charity, representing 10 
nationalities, who serve today in 
Jerusalem, Haifa, Bln Karexn, 
Bethany, Nazareth, and Bethlehem. 
These nuns do not make a lifelong 
vow as many others do. Rather, each 
sister Is asked to renew her vows of 
commitment to her Lord and of ser- 
vice to others each year on March 20. 
Over 90 per cent continue to renew 


these vows annually and remain in 
service for life, a far higher percen- 
tage than those In France, for exam- 
ple. Many of the sisters have 
professional training as nurses or 
teachers. 

Father Pierre Corcket la the 
remarkable Lazarist priest who 
serves as chaplain among all the 
centres of work supervised by the 
Sisters of Charity. He come to the 
Middle East 47 years ago, ill and un- 
der doctors’ orders for a year's rest. 
Within months he was completely 
healed and has been busy serving 
others ever since. His tall figure, 
white hair and goatee, are familiar 
to hundreds who are cared for by the 
Sisters of Charity as he makes visits, 
celebrates the Mass, and hears con- 
fessions in a regular itinerary from 
Nazareth to Bethlehem. 

THE ORDER of the Lazarist 
Fathers was founded in 1639 by St 
Vincent de Paul In France, after he 
had founded the Slaters of Charity. 
Both orders have for centuries been 
renowned for their work, particular- 
ly among the poor. In 1886 Sister 


Lconie Sion arrived in Jerusalem. At 
that time, people with leprosy were a 
common tight, squatting beside the 
road, deformed, with sores open and 
covered with flies. Along with other 
sisters, she began the work among 
such people, extending it to Include 
abandoned children. Their early 
medical work led ultimately to what 
are today the French Hospitals In 
Bethlehem and Nazareth. 

The best known of the Sisters of 
Charity is undoubtedly Sister 
Bernes, whose more than 29 years of 
service in Israel and compassionate 
leadership have brought recognition 
from many quarters. She continues 
to serve as the Mother Superior in 
Bin Karem, while Sister Vincent 
gives leadership as Mother Superior 
in the Hospice in Jerusalem. 
However, the work of most sisters 
continues largely unnoticed by the 
public. 

Why do they do this work? They 
give their lives, they maintain, 
motivated by two New Testament 
sayings highlighted by their 
founder; Jesus' statement: 
“Inasmuch as you have done it unto 
the least of these my brothers, you 
have done it unto me"; and that of 
St. Paul: “The love of Christ con- 
strains us..."

The next known Honorary Belgian 
Consul to Jerusalem was Dr. Claude 
Kaiurtai. who was nominated to toe 
post in 1908 and ‘retained it till the 
beginning of World War One when he 
was expelled as an enemy subject. 

With’ the end of the war, the 
Belgian. Government evinced great 
interest to the renewal of consular 
representation to Jerusalem, which 

had become the seat of a British 
military administration. They wish- 
ed to be kept informed on future 
developments in Palestine where the 
Balfour Declaration' was about to be 
implemented. This interest inten- 
sified In the early twenties, when the 
Vatican began to plan the estabiish- 
' men! of a permanent Catholic Com- 
mf^bs comprising all the consuls of 
Catholic -countries. To give the 
Belgian representation more weight, 
the Foreign Ministry to Brussels 
chose a career consul — Mr. J.A.H. 
Verbruggen — for the post. 
However, after the Vatican dropped 
the idea of toe Catholic Commission, 
the job again became less important 
and could — in the view of Brussels 
— once more be entrusted on an 
honorary basis to non-Belgians. One 
of them, Giovannn flpagnolo, held 
the post twice before handing it on to 
Us son. In 1948 it was given to a 
Palestinian Arab Catholic. 

THE TURNING-POINT in the 
history of the office came early in,

filet began on April 23, 1948, when 
Mr. Jean Nieuwenhuys. the then 
Belgian Consul General, was named 
chairman (with the local American 
and French Consuls General as ad-, 
ditional members) of the UN Securi- 
ty Council’s Jerusalem Truce Com- 
mission. This was thus brought Into 
being before the 1948 war bad “of- 
ficially" started- The ceasefire and 
truce they tried to impose in and for 
Jerusalem did not, however, come 
about 

Mr. Nieuwenhuys, though willing, 
waa sot very successful either when. 


on May 26 — toe day after the last 
British troops had pulled out of 
Palestine via Haifa Port — he told 
King Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, who 
had ordered his Arab Legion to cross 
the river and to march on 
Jerusalem, that the UN Security 
Council regarded his interference as 
“unilateral aggression." 

Finally, Mr. Nieuwenhuys made 
an unsuccessful attempt on May 22. 
also on behalf of the Security Coun- 
cil, to arrange for a general cease- 
fire in all of Palestine. But only the 
second UN call was heeded, though 
that truce lasted only from June 12 
till July 9 and was followed by 
another 10 da ys of fighting. 

The position of the Jerusalem con- 
suls remained very much in the air 
after the State of Israel was firmly 
established and Jerusalem, though- 
divided by the fall of the Old City,' 
was declared its capital. Since toe 
UN in its Partition decision of 
November 29, 194?, had stipulated 
that Jerusalem and its environs 
should become a “corpus 
separatum" under UN trusteeship. 
Belgium, like most other countries, 
did not recognize It as the capital of 
Israel — regardless of the results of 
the Arab war against the Jewish 
8tate. 

Although the Belgian Foreign 
Ministry — and most other Foreign 
Ministries — opened an Embassy in 
Tel- Aviv and continued to maintain 
consulates there and id Haifa, they 
did not regard the Consul in 
Jerusalem as functioning inside 
Israel. As a result the Israel Foreign 
Ministry did not give them ex- 
equatur. the document of official 
recognition. Nevertheless, these 
gentlemen without official standing 
regard themselves as de facto 


representatives of their 
governments in Greater Jerusalem 
including Bethlehem, Bet Jolla, and 
Bet Sagur and for that put of former 
-Palestine now held by Israel. 

"Personally," Mr. de Pauw told 
me, “my relations with the Israeli 
officials have always been 
courteous, and friendly. -For prac- 
tical needs — though I am officially 
non-existent here — I have my con- 
tacts with the Chief of Protocol in the 
Foreign Ministry and with the 
gentlemen of its consular section." 

Despite this “Alice in Diplomatic 
Wonderland" situation. Mr. de Pauw 
— who before coming here im- 
mediately after the Tom Kippur War 
was Deputy Director pf the Middle 
East Division in the Belgian Foreign 
Ministry — made many friends in 
both the Arab and Jewish com- 
munities of Jerusalem and has been 
s true ambassador of good-will for 
his country. Naturally, he has been 
most active in the various 
organizations devoted to the foster- 
ing of Israel-Belglan relations, such 
as the Israel-Belglan Chamber of 
Commerce and the Israel-Belgium 
Friendship Society which holds most 
of Its activities in the Hebrew 
University’s Belgium House (named 
Collegium Belgium Fabiolanum > . 
He has also been an enthusiastic 
Rotarian and a devoted member of 
the "Society for the Protection of 
Nature." In fact, he knows the sur- 
roundings of Jerusalem better than 
many bom Jerusalemites. 

Mrs. Maria de Pauw also became 
an expert on the art of 
friends for Belgium. As a historian, 
she wrote a learned essay on 
"Aspects of teaching national con- 
sciousness through the teaching of 
history at school." When she inter- 
viewed leading Israeli officials at the 
Ministry of Education to Jerusalem 
for that purpose, nobody asked for 
her exequatur.

People of Sodom: evil and sinners

THE PEOPLE of Sodom- (and of toe 
pentapolia of evil of which it waa the 
capital) are mentioned for the first 
time to this week's Tore portion, in 
one simple sentence: “And toe men 
of Sodom were evil and sinners ex- 
ceedingly to the Lord" < Genesis 
13:13) - All through the Bible they are 
held out as the outstanding example 
of utter wickedness and corruption, 
both In themselves and 
metaphorically. Their utter destruc- 
tion, notwithstanding Abraham’s 
moving plea, because to the five 
cities of the pentapolia were there 
“ten righteous men, 7 is dramatical- 
ly described to tomorrow’s portion. 
The prophet Isaiah wifoeringly calls 
toe leaders and the people “rulers of 
Sodom and people of Gomorrah" 
( 1 : 10 ). 


In the Talmud, we find certain 
modes of behaviour characterized as 
“attributes of Sodom." Among these 
is strict adherence to the letter of the 
law, without any quality of mercy or. 
sometimes even of common sense. 
Under "Sodomite justice,” for ex- 
ample, if a man injures a pregnant 
woman, causing an abortion, he 
must make her pregnant again. In 
Jewish law. If a man who owns 
property completely surrounding 
that of another man on all sides so 
that the latter can reach his property 
only by traversing the former’s and 
toe former refuses that access, he is 
said to possess the “attributes of 
Sodom." 

Where does this definition come 
from? I am convinced that its source 
Is to one of the most neglected aids to 


Biblical exegesis, the traditional 
Biblical cantiUation, which takes the 
place of punctuation marks of which 
there are none In the biblical text. An 
examination of the cantiUation of the 
verse describing the men of Sodom 
as “evil and sinners exceedingly to 
the Lord” has an etnahta after the 
word ' ’sinners." An etnahta is the 
most definitive pause after the oof 
pasuk, the full stop. It divides the 
sentence iqto two, something like a 
colon. And it makes the verse read: 
"The men of Sodom were evil and 
sinners: but exceedingly to the 
Lord”! It Is that combination of 
outward adherence to the law com- 
bined with an Inner evil and 
wickedness which constitutes the 
"attributes of Sodom’’- — midat 
Sdom.

JBEERSHEBA. — "BobWe, you’re 
wasting your time,” her Mends told 
her. "Any Jewish family with any 
money is already committed to aa 
Israeli university. You won't get 
anywhere.” That was the sort of en- 
couragement she received from her 
friends, when Bobbie Abraxas told 
them she was going to become deep- 
ly involved in the executive com- 
mittee of the American Associates of 
Ben-Guzlon University of the Negev. 

Mrs. Abrams is currently la 
Beersheba, for the Seventh Annual 
Meeting of the university’s Board of 
Governors. Being an optimist, she 
decided to take on the difficult task 
of raising funds in America for 
Israel's seventh Institution of higher 
learning despite the well-oiled 
organizations of the other six. 

“At first we went to friends and 
business associates and asked them 
to become members of the 
organization," she told The Poet this 
week. In the first year she, together 
with a small staff of dedicated peo- 
ple. were able to raise about $80,000 
in what she calls "seed money.” 
“Then we started going to large 
donors from other universities. If I

knew that someone had given $500,- 
000 to Hebrew University we would 
ask him to give $25,000 for our new 
desperate school." 

Gradually the money started to 
come in, until in a recent 18-month 
period she was able to report a total 
Of some $2m. to university per- 
sonnel. Far from being competitive, 
other universities cooperated in the 
task. Hebrew University 
professional fund-raisers would give 
her much time, help and counsel. 

In the course of her work, Mrs. 
Abrams discovered that the percen- 
tage of Jews In America with large 
sums of money la small and tried to 
branch out to donors who had never 
given before. She was especially 
successful with America's Sephardic 
community, stressing Ben Gurion 
University's unique programme of 
reaching out to the Negev's under- 
privileged population of Asian and 
African origin. 

Mrs. Abrams calls herself a 
"professional volunteer" usually 
spending long work days In the New 
York operations office directing the 
small staff, answering com- 
munications, receiving visitors and

THERE WAS NOT a single Palesti- 
nian refugee before November SO. 
1947. when the Arabs launched their 
post-partition resolution attack on 
the Jews of Palestine. But a year 
later, every Arab statesman was 
assuring the United States that the 
refugees were "the core -of the 
Palestine dispute". 

Their humanitarian feelings 
aroused, the Americans offered 
practical compromises, even the 
funds to implement them. The Arabs 
were not interested in a solution. But 
they managed to put on Israel the 
onus of the stalemate. As early as 
January. 1948, the Arabs mounted a 
campaign to stress the urgency of 
the refugee problem. "United States 
Foreign Relations in 1948," which 
contains hitherto secret cabled 
reports to the State Department, 
gives details of that campaign. 
"Cairo advised that the support 
given to roughly 8,000 refugees was a 
sizable drain on the Egyptian 
treasury." Were the 250,000 refugees 
in the Egyptian-controlled Gaza to be 
'"driven into” Egypt, the result 
would be "almost catastrophic for 
Egypt financially. ” The refuges, 
the American observers noted, were 
kept isolated in the desert on the far 
side of the Suez Canal where a strict 
guard was maintained over their 
camp. The Egyptian government 
"predicates Ha whole approach on 
forcing the refugee problem on the 
Jews and the United Nations to 
greatest degree possible." 

AMMAN USED an identical argu- 
ment. The continued presence in 
Transjordan of 88,000 refugees, and 
at 302,000 In “Arab Palestine" would 
adversely affect both areas "in 
serious way through constant drain 
on almost inexistent resources.' 1 
Money, jobs and other opportunities 
were “scarce," so Transjordan 
could assimilate only a very small 
number of refugees, Amman main- 
tained. 

Beirut, acknowledging the 
presence of 90,000 Arab refugees in 
Lebanon, said they would be 
"unacceptable" and an "unbearable 
burden." Lebanon was also worried 
by the political aspect of the absorp- 
tion of a large number of Moslems, 
which threatened to upset the sen- 
sitive religious balance in that coun- 
try. 


The 80,000 — 100.000 refugees in 
Syria were reported as being in a 
state of "utter demoralisation and 
impoverishment." The economic 
burden they presented fell "primari- 
ly on communities rather than on 
Government which, as early as 
August, 1948, practically abandoned 
Its relief expenditures as (insuppor- 
table budgetary drain." 

Only 5.000 refugees reached Iraq, 
yet Baghdad, too, spoke of severe 
economic depression and tbe 
absence of any labour demand, mak- 
ing It “impossible to absorb any ad- 
ditional refugees now." 

According to a memorandum 
prepared by the State Department in 
March 1949, the refugees formed an

addition of about 10 per cent to the 
population of Lebanon; 8.5 to 4 per 
cent in Syria; 21 per cent in Trans- 
jordan; Q.i per cent in Iraq; and 0.05 
per cent In Egypt. The bulk of the 
refugees, however, stayed on the 
West Bank; 230,000 in areas con- 
trolled by Egyptian and Iraqi troops 
and 225,000 under Transjordan oc- 
cupation. The survey revealed that 
“the great bulk of the refugees wish- 
ed to return to their homes and clung 
to the illusion it would be possible to 
do so.” 

Washington accepted the Arab 
stand uncritically. Mark F. 


Ethridge, when he assumed the func- 
tion of U.S. representative on the 
Palestine Conciliation Commission, 
in January 1949, was briefed that the 
"500,000 refugees from Palestine" 
have placed a heavy burden cm the 
Arab states, except Saudi Arabia 
and Yemen, and that "an adequate 
settlement of this potentially 
dangerous and electric situation is 

essential.'* 

WHEN ELIAHU EPSTEIN (Elath), 
the representative of the Provisional 
Government of Israel in Washington, 
was introduced to Ethridge, the 
refugees were naturally discussed. 
Epstein, the precis of the conversa- 
tion says, "implied" that Israel 
would welcome back Christians, but 
not "Mohammedans." Israel would 
contribute "something” for the 
rehabilitation of the refugees, acting 
on humanitarian grounds but the 
problem was too big for any single 
small government to handle. 
Anyhow, Epstein added, "many of 
the Arab villages had been destroyed 
and there were no homes for the 
refugees to return to." Ethridge, the 
precis writer noted, "did not seem to 
have acquired a very good impres- 
sion of the Israeli case." 

The Israelis, on the whole, took a 
defensive stand. Foreign Minister 
Moshe Shertok (Sharett) told the 
PPC that the "refugee problem can 
only be settled as pail of peace 
settlement-” But even after peace, 
no significant return of refugees was 
possible. Had they stayed in their 
homes, the Government would have 
taken a different course. 

"But, since they fled voluntarily 
and at British Instigation,” Shertok 
argued, “FG1 policy has been based 
on status quo. Exodus was primarily 
caused by aggression of Arab states. 
Return now would undermine securi- 
ty of Israel and would impose im- 
possible economic burden on Israeli 
economy. Arab refugees essentially ' 


unassim liable in Jewish Israel." He 
suggested that a radical solution 
could be the integration of the 
refugees in Arab lands, especially 
In such underpopulated states as 
Iraq, Syria and Transjordan.

ETHRIDGE'S COMMENT was 
devastating. Shertok's statement 
“offended commission.” Shertok 
also “astonished me, in view Im- 
perative necessity for friendly 
relations between Israel and Arab 
states, and importance of early es- 
tablishment of economic connections 
with Arab hinterland... It might be 
wise in long run to resettle greater 
portion Arab refugees in neighbour- 
ing Arab states; nevertheless, it 
appears contrary to Israel's best In- 
terests at outset to take inhuman 
position." 

After a tour of Arab capitals, 
Ethridge’s hostility mounted. He 


told Shertok that tbe "commission 
had found general desire for peace at 
Arab capitals, but that the Arabs 
sincerely apprehensive of Israeli in- 
tentions. If Israel could find some 
way of - indicating -concern and' 
demonstrate , magnanimity, Arab 
fears might be allayed and new 

sp i ri t might prevail which would 

permit progress." 

Shertok. Ethridge thought, waa 
"impressed" by the argument that 
the Arabs genuinely wanted peace. 
But Ben-Gurion. whom the commis- - 
sion met two days later, replied by . 
stressing Israel's need for military 
security. 

“All three commissioners com- 
mented Israel could not enjoy securi- 
ty on basis of military strength. . 
Peace and cooperation with 
neighbours were essential elements. 
UN alone has potentiality, of collec- 
tive military force," Ethridge said. 
Ben Gurion believed “security would 
rest on steady increase... through im- 
migration, second element would be 
peace and cooperation with 
Arabs.. .If Arabs give tip objective of 
throwing Jews into sea, peace will be 
easy." 

IRRITATED, Ethridge recommend- 
ed the application of pressure when 
he reported to the State Department 
on Ms mission. Only America could 
exercise pressure, he suggested. The 
signing of the Egyptian -Israeli Ar- 
mistice Agreement in Rhodes was - 
due not to Ralph Bunche’s and 
patience, but to the tone of the 
Department's representation. Now, 
Ethridge urged, was the time for the 
Department to apply the same 
technique in the matter of the 
refugees. The Arabs leaders whom 
the Commission had met were in 
"almost complete concert of ap- 
proach.. .with almost open request 
for Imposed peace, for guarantees 
accompanying it and for beginning 
of solution of refugee problem as 


»iM qua non of discussion on other 
questions." 

While Ethridge obviously did hot 
understand a. wor d of what was at 
stake; the American Ambassador to 
Cairo, Stanton Griffis, was closer to 
reality. 

The Arabs,. Griffis- catted to 
Secretary of State Dean. Aches on, 
"are- bored, confused and without 
confidence . In mediator*; com- 
missions and UN . orders.

It was also believed that after the 
establishment of the State.

As tbe years passed, those who 
were sent from Israel to raise money 
and political support abroad became 
more numerous, but they did not 
devote themselves to strengthening 
the Zionist - parties or developing a 
pioneering movement, as did those 
who first worked among the Jewish 
communities in Europe. Jews in the 
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affluent countries of the West were 
proud of the State of Israel, but con- 
sidered their obligations fulfilled 
when they donated to the UJA. 

SINCE THERE is no need to fear or 
anticipate mass immigration in the 
near future,- the task of the parties is 
once Ogain-^to deepen Zionist con- 
sciousness among Diaspora Jews. 

The weakening of the Zionist par^ 
ties came about in the 1950’s and 60‘s 
as one manifestation of the alleged 
“death of ideology.” This slogan 
found many adherents in the United 
States, which always had a tendency 
towards pragmatism, and also in 
Europe, which had been burnt time 
and again by the fires of fanaticism. 

However, there are signs now of a 
return to Ideology in the West. This 
phenomenon is particularly 
noticeable among students, whose 
relative numbers are increasing. 
Their wildness has ceased and they 
are searching for significance and 
meaning In life. In the Zionist camp, 
however, the outdated anti- 
ideological moods continues. 

This is rather ironic because Zionist 
Ideology has been realized to a much 
greater degree than the liberation 
and statehood ideas of other nations 
in modern times. It Is not an lntellec-

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WASHINGTON. — Ameriean- 
Jewish organisations and several 
Congressmen Involved in the 
struggle to outlaw U.S. compliance 
with the Arab boycott against Israel, 
are disappointed in the proposed 
regulations on implementing' the 
new U.S. Anti-Boycott Law Issued by 
the Commerce Department. 

The Jewish groups, led by the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
American Jewish Congress and the 
Anti-Defamation League of B'xtai 
B'rith, are now involved in an effort 
to .convince the Commerce Depart- 
ment to strengthen those proposed 
guidelines before the final 
regulations are announced' in 
January. 

Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal (d- 
N.Y.), one of. the prime movers in 
the Congress in getting the Anti- 
Boycott bill approved earlier this 
year, has scheduled hearings next 
Tuesday before his Government 
Operations Subcommittee on 
Commerce, Consumer and 
Monetary Affairs, to question the 
proposed regulations. Deputy Assis- 
tant Secretary of Commerce Stanley 
Marcus has been asked to appear 
befbre the subcommittee. 

The Jewish organisations and the 
Congressmen are concerned that the 
Commerce Department accepted 
the business community’s inter- 
pretations On many of the most con- 
troversial aspects of the new Anti- 
Boycott Law, thereby leaving, poten- 
tial . loopholes for compliance with 
boycott demands. 

The Anti-Boycott advocates bad 
hoped that the regulations would

strictly enforce the new legislation. 

Some Jewish activists and Anti- 
Boycott proponents in the Congress 
sow regret that these loopholes were 
not removed during the legislative 
process in Congress. But a decision 
was made by the Jevrtah 
organizations then to work out a 
compromise bill with the Business 
Roundtable, which represents the 
mainstream of the American 
business community. 

The Jewish groups had hoped that 
such a compromise measure, sup- 
ported by the Carter Administration, 
would avoid unecessarily an- 
tagonizing the business leadership 
against Israel. 

At the time, the Jewish leadership 
promised that they would try to use 
their influence in seeing to it that the 
Commerce Department strictly en- 
force the law. However, the Business 
Roundtable was actively involved in 
trying to do the opposite. And the 
proposed regulations announced late 
last month represent a dear tilt in 
favour of the business community. 

Under U.S. law, the Jewish 
organizations and others can com- 
ment on the proposed regulations 
before November 20 by submitting 
complaints to Commerce Secretary 
Juanita M. Kreps. The three Jewish 
organizations working to reverse the 
proposed regulations have already 
complained to her about a visit to 
Saudi Arabia and cither Arab coim-

. tries earlier this month by a team of 
Commerce and State Department of- 
ficials to explain these proposed 
guidelines. - 

’ 'The leaders of the three 
organizations wrote to Kreps war- 
ning that to have the proposed 
regulations presented to other 
governments before the Jewish com- 
munity had had a chance to exercise 
Its right of reply would be to pre- 
judice that right. 

The Jewish spokesmen pointed out 
that the "proposed” regulations are 
n6t "final or official" and any indica- 
tion to the contrary is Improper. 
“Our objections will in no way be 
satisfied by an undertaking that the 
officials will explain that the 
regulations are sot yet final," they 
wrote. "Our deep concern Is that of- 
ficials who explain our 
Government’s position to foreign of- 
ficials may resist modification of the 
proposed regulations, no matter how 
valid or otherwise acceptable the 
suggested amendments may be. 

"Furthermore, should the 
regulations be modified as a result of 
comments received by the Depart- 
ment, it may well lead to inter- 
national misunderstandings which 
could not subsequently be rectified.” 

Despite these warnings, the com- 
bined Comm ere e/State Department 


mission went to the Middle East to 
brief the Arab governments. Mar- 
cus, the Commerce Department of- 
ficial who headed the mission, also 
visited Israel. 

The two most controversial 
aspects ot the Anti-Boycott Law in- 
volve the questions of "unilateral 
selection" and "local law” com- 
pliance. On both these issues, the 
Jewish groups feel that the proposed 
guidelines are seriously deficient. 

The "unilateral selection" provi- 
sion allows a foreign buyer to 
designate a specific supplier to be 
the source of "identifiable” ports or 
components of goods under "normal 
business practice." For example, in 
the case of an order for tractors or 
automobiles, it would be "normal- 
business practice" to specify the 
kind of tires they should have. 
However, it would not be customary 
or reasonable business practice to 
designate the supplier of each com- 
ponent such as the transmission or 
the window glass. 

The proposed regulations, 
however, go beyond this limitation to 
the point where the U.S. seller can 
even provide the Arab customer with 
a list of available components or 
parts from which to choose. 
Blacklisted and non-blacklisted com- 
panies. presumably, would appear 
an the list and the Arab customer 
would, of course, select the non- 
blacklisted firm. The Jewish groups 


do not believe that this can be con- 
sidered "normal business practice" 
and maintain that it opens the door 
to unwarranted opportunities for 
evasion. 

Regarding local law compliance, 
the Jewish groups argue that the 
proposed regulations are too vague. 
This provision In the law allows a 
foreign branch of a U.S. company or 
a U.S. citizen residing in a foreign 
country to comply with that nation's 
local import laws. The Jewish 
groups had hoped that this would be 
interpreted to mean that such an ex- 
ception would be available only 
when the Secretary ot Commerce 
finds that the "U.S. person’s inabili- 
ty to comply with the local import 
laws with respect to the Import of 
certain goods for his own use, would 
seriously affect economic or other 
relations between the U.S. and the 
boycotting country In a manner 
adverse to the national interest.'' 

The exception is not to serve in- 
dividual business interests, the 
Jewish groups said, it is to serve the 
national interests. 

The Jewish groups feel that the 
proposed regulations did not come to 
grips with this limitation, leaving the 
principle needlessly vague. And U.S. 
firms might now be tempted to try to 
Skirt the law's intent. 

Many of the most outrageous 
aspects of U.S. cooperation with the 
Arab boycott, of course, have been 
removed with passage of the new 
law. The proposed regulations will 
fully implement these aspects. But 
loopholes and ambiguities in the law 
remain — at least temporarily. 


Dollar recovers but 
anxiety continues 


LONDON, (Reuter) — The U.S. 
doDar began a vigorous recovery 
yesterday after a reassuring 
remark from U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumenthal, but 
doubts and anxiety over America’s 
economic policy appeared to return 
later. 

In Zorich the dollar shot up to 
2.1850 Swiss francs from last night's 
2.2608, but it slipped back later to 
2.1625 Swiss ffancs. 

In London it rose to 2.2814 marks 
from an early 2.1709. Sterling eased 
against the dollar to 1.7677 from. 
1.7709, although it remained steady 
against other currencies. 

But trading in London yesterday 
afternoon became thin end nervous 
and dealers reported that many 
operators were reluctant to leave the 
Swiss fj’anc, a traditional "haven” 
currency In times of uncertainty. 

The dollar’s recovery began in 
New Tork Wednesday night, con- 
tinuing in Tokyo and Europe yester- 
day following Blumenthal 's state- 
ment that a strong and stable dollar 
was essential and that the U.S. trade 
deficit did not require a depreciation 


of the dollar. 

During the dollar’s recent 
| weakness, dealers have feared that 
the Carter Administration might 
allow it to fall even further in order 
to ease Americans big trade deficit 
[with the rest of the world. The 
: weaker dollar has meant that U.S. 

, exports have been cheaper for other 
• countries to buy. 

After the early recovery yester- 
day, several London dealers said 
they did not consider that the fun- 
damental downward trend of the 
currency had changed. 

In Zurich, dealers said that recent 
remarks by U.S. officials had been 
inconsistent, and the market re- 
quired evidence of clear cooperation 
between the U.S. and other central 
banks in support of the dollar. 

Concern was also noted over the 
announcement Wednesday that 
there was a sharp drop In economic 
growth in the U.S. for the third 
quarter of this year. Growth in goods 
'and services production was 8.8 per 
cent, compared with 6A per cent for 
the second and 7.5 per cent for the 
first quarters. 


If we iron their shirts, shine their shoes 

We can attract 2m. tourists

, can rjAap -host to two million tourists 
a year — “if we learn how to iron the 
visitors’ shirts and shine their 
shoes." Tigael Hurvitz, Minister of 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism, 
yesterday told members of the 
luncheon club of the Israel- 

- American Chamber of Commerce 
and Tourism. 

"As a boy growing up in a moshav, 
the very idea of taking care of a 
tourist's personal needs was against 
our ideology, but today, even the kib- 
butzim are scrambling for the 
tourist's dollar and catering to his 
needs,” he said. 

-'The tourism Industry was a 
profitable one. The. added value of 
every dollar earned was 86 per cent 

— and this was three to three-and-a- 
halt times more than the added 
value on polishing diamonds, he add- 
ed. 

"But to keep the tourist coming 
back year after year we have to see 
that he receives the proper services, 
and I mean this in the widest possi- 
ble sense. Catering to his personal 


-.needs Is one thing, being polite is 
another, seeing that tourist buses 
are' clean and airconditioned is' 
another,” he said. 

Hurvitz pointed out, however, that 
the "tourist dollar," no matter how 
fast It grew, would still fall far short 
of solving Israel's financial 
problems. 

The country’s foreign debt was ten 
billion dollars, “and even if we get 
*2.3b. in aid, we'll soon be needing 
most of this sum to service our 
foreign debts,” he said. 

However, in ten years the country 
could reach — or almost reach — 
financial Independence by going 
ahead all-out with a plan which 
would Increase Industrial workers 
from the present 300.000 to 400,000. 
Output would also have to rise by 4.7 
per cent a year, and some five to six 
billion pounds fat 1975 prices) would 
have to be invested each year for the 
next ten years In building the in- 
dustrial Infrastructure. 

“Thus, In ten years, our Industrial 
exports should reach *fl.3b. a year."' 
But to accomplish this, a relentless 
fight would have to be fought against 
"government bureaucratic red 
tape."

Canadians and 
British to drill 
for oil here

Lee told Moda'i that many Canadian 
wells had run dry and that operators 
are now able to divert equipment to 
Israel. 


U.S.Treasury Sec.

In his meetings with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
Blumenthal may discuss American 
aid to Israel for fiscal 1979. Israel 
will ask for more than |5O0m. in 
military aid, so that the total aid will 
come to fz.3b. 

Since the first meeting. In May 
1976, ot the Joint Committee for 
Investment and Trade, there have 
been changes In TJ. S. -Israel 
economic relations. Israel has allow- 
ed the U.9. to export 2,700 items 
duty-free. The two countries also 
agreed to prevent double taxation. 
The Pentagon also seat circulars to 
all Its suppliers, advising them to 
purchase Israel's products.

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Terror and Dr. Waldheim 


WHETHER THE 48-hour world wide strike of nirHn* pilots 
scheduled for next week is the most effective way of jolting the 
UN General Assembly into taking action, at long last, against 
the hijacking of civilian aircraft and the taking of crews and 
passengers as hostages, may perhaps be doubted. 

What is certain is that the International -Federation of Airline 
Pilots Associations had ample cause for this protest action. It 
follows not only the brutal murder of Lufthansa captain Juergen 
Schumann by a quartet of terrorist hijackers earlier this week, 
but years of cruel indifference by the United Nations to the per- 
sistent threat of air piracy. 

It is all the more puzzling, therefore, that UN Secretary 
General Waldheim should be taking such pains to dissuade the 
pilots from going ahead with their projected strike. Ought he not 
to have encouraged them Instead? 

Extensive research would not be needed to establish that Dr. 
Waldheim is categorically opposed to hijacking and terrorism. 
He thinks they are -a clear and present danger to the safety of 
world air communications and to close contacts among nations, 
and they constitute a denial of human rights as well.. .but. 

But deplorable as such practices may be, they cannot be tom 
out of their political contexts. To eliminate terrorism, he feels, 
the roots that feed it must first be eradicated. 

That Is a rather familiar notion, probably shared by the vast 
majority of UN member states — those that for the moment are 
not affected by terrorism, those that hope to escape injury by ig- 
noring it, and those that actively promote it. Because of this, all 
attempts to get the world organization to concert measures 
against terrorism have so far come to naught. 

Dr. Waldheim is surely familiar with the record. After the 
assassination of the ll Israel athletes in Munich in 1972, the 
General Assembly agreed to set up a 36-natlon committee to 
recommend ways and means of handling international 
terrorism. This committee’s achievements to date, In a matter 
once sanctimoniously described by the assembly as of "impor- 
tance to mankind,” are precisely zero. 

Last year, following Israel's successful rescue action at 
Entebbe, the assembly passed a 38-nation resolution calling for 
the drafting of a convention to forbid the taking of hostages. But 
in return for Libya's consent to drop an amendment limiting 
application to "innocent hostages,” the resolution's chief spon- 
sor, West Germany, was forced to delete all references to the 
punishment and extradition of kidnappers. 

The actual drafting' of the convention was to have started at 
the present session, and expectations have not been running 
very high. The Mogadishu affair could perhaps shock the 
General Assembly Into deeds — with the dramatic aid of such 
interest groups as the airline pilots. 

The UN's Secretary General, however, apparently finds such 
pressure tactics distasteful. They tend to play havoc with the 
orderly process of the organization's mass diplomacy, which 
currently has different preoccupations and a different 
timetable. 

Plainly Dr. Waldheim is only serving In this as mouthpiece for 
the majority of delegates; and no secretary general can afford . 
to completely overlook the score-board. But the previous 
holders of that high office, all of them, did not flinch at one time 
or another from expressing themselves on issues of high moral 
principle in disregard of the numbers and strength of the opposi- 
tion — and of their own chances of re-election for a further term. 

There is every indication that Dr. Waldheim will not emulate 
their example in the matter of international terrorism. 


Vorster turns back 


THE NEWS from Johannesburg is most distressing to aJU those 
who have been hoping to see South Africa progressively shed the 
ancient burden of racial discrimination, and reach out into a 
new pattern of liberal accommodation between the white 
minority and the black majority. 

Mr. Vorster's government may well win the overwhelming 
mandate it is seeking from the white electorate in the forthcom- 
ing, hastily-arranged national poll. Indeed it is possible that the 
crackdown on black newspapers and organizations is meant to 
demonstrate to voters that the present Nationalist administra- 
tion is determined, no less than the Afrikaner diehards, to 
resist what Is portrayed as foreign meddling. 

The result, however, will be not only to invite increased, and 
perhaps intolerable, tension at home, but also to court the inten- 
sification of pressure from abroad. 

Israel's stake in South Africa's peaceful march towards racial 
harmony is aU too apparent. It arises not only from the presence 
there of a large and Important Jewish community, but also from 
a common need to often confront similar external threats. 

Not that Israel's ties with South Africa have necessarily been 
more extensive than those maintained by many, If not most, 
other countries : they have only been more assiduously publiciz- 
ed, by Israel's foes and their friends, in an effort to bracket 
Zionism with apartheid as twin instances of racism. 

In fact, apartheid has been the main obstacle to better 
relations between the two countries. The condemnation of that 
policy by this country’s representatives at international forums 
was not just lip service to Israel's one-time black African con- 
nection; rather it expressed the native, and deep-seated 
abhorrence of racism on 1 the part of the Jewish State. 

It was, however, Israelis expectation that, by not treating her 
merely as an outcast, South Africa might yet be helped to 
gradually choose the path of accommodation with rising black 
Africa, both across the border and within her own frontiers. 

That prospect brightened when the lesson of the 1960 
Sharpeville massacre began to seep in, and especially when the 
last bastions of European colonialism, which had shielded South 
Africa from contact with the rest of the continent, finally 
crumbled. The consequences were unmistakable. The more 
offensive marks of racial separateness were slowly but steadily 
discarded, and Mr. Vorster showed his statesmanship in helping 
to bring his obstreperous neighbour, Mr. Smith of Rhodesia, to 
his senses. 

Wednesday's crackdown on the blacks — carried out on the 
pretence of disciplining "a small group of anarchists" — may 
set South Africa back irreversibly. It certainly will not prevent 
the recurrence of Soweto-type riots; it will only assure their 
spread like wildfire across the country. 

Nor will it silence young blacks, like the dead Steve Biko, ob- 
viously killed by his white jailers; it will only make certain that 
the next generation of black leaders will, unlike Biko, be fully 
dedicated to the destruction of white South Africa. 

By showing that he is still seeking the course of “white 
supremacy forever," Mr. Vorster has placed a most severe 
strain on relations between his country and those that are- still 
its well-wishers, Israel among them.

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MORE THAN MOST people’ In the 
National Religious Party, Dr. 
Tehuda Ben-Meir, 38, represents its 
new Image. Together with Zevulun 
Hammer, his fellow leader of the 
party’s Youth Wing, he engineered 
the rise to power of the Young Turks 
and the switch to the Likud. 
Hammer became Education 
Minister, and Ben-Meir, NRP 
Knesset faction chairman. 

Ben-Meir also speaks for the 
thousands of educated Bnei Aklva 
graduates who have become 
radicalized in recent years. He was 
head of the Psychology Department 

at Bar-Ban University before he 
entered the Knesset. *An active 
member of the Defence and Foreign 
Affairs Committee, he was men- 
tioned as likely to succeed Its chair- 
man, Prof. Moshe Arens, If the latter 
joined the Cabinet. 

In an Interview with The 
Jerusalem Poet, Ben-Meir express- 
ed apprehension about parts of the 
U.S. -Israel working paper, wonder- 
ing whether Israel’s agreement to 
admit Palestinians to the 
negotiations was not a fatal mistake. 
Despite assurances of U.S. 
guarantees about there not being a 
PLO presence at Geneva, he Is far 
from happy. 

At the same time he Is more 
prepared to accept any compromise 
made by the Begin Government than 
he would have been with the last 
government. He explained that 
because the Ukud-NRP coalition Is 
so firm on substantive issues. It can 
afford to be flexible on tactical and 
procedural matters. Rabin was so 
willing to give in on basic principles, 
he argued, that any procedural con- 
cession would have been taken as 
total capitulation. Ben-Meir hoped 
that the U.S. realizes what kind of 
government it is dealing with, and 
that President Carter will not sup- 
pose that it would, ever agree to a 
Palestinian state. 

"Carter has to understand that 
flexibility has its limits,” the NRP 
leader said, adding: "I know we 
have to walk a very tight rope in- 


deed. We have to follow a line of 
give-and-take with the U.S." 


despicable policy," he declared' 
heatedly. 


THE AMERICAN-BORN ME 
regretted that his faith in U.S. 
promisee had been badly shaken by 
the recent behaviour towards Israel 
of President Carter and his National 
Security Adviser, Prof. Brzezinskl. 
"I have always been an advocate of 
U.S.-Israel friendship, so I was ab- 
solutely staggered by the way the 
U.S. Administration behaved over 
Its joint statement with the Soviets. 
It badly damaged American 
credibility." 

He hoped that Carter would now 
cleave to his promises, and argued 
that in post-Watergate America 
credibility has assumed central im- 
portance, especially since Carter 
focused on this Issue during Ms elec- 
tion campaign. Ben-Meir was confi- 
dent that U.S. public opinion would 
_ not allow any further erosion in com- 
mitments to Israel. If it comes to a 
crunch, Israel should take the 
matter to the American public and 
explain the worthlessness of any 
peace settlement based' on broken 
promises. 

As to why Israel should rush to 
Geneva in keeping with Carter's 
Christmas schedule, Ben-Meir said 
this country cannot afford. to create 
the Impression that it Is dodging 
peace talks. 

Asked to comment on the charge 
made by Senators Moynlhan and 
Case that State Department officials 
have sought to persuade Iran to stop 
oil supplies to Israel In order to 
soften up Jerusalem, ho remarked: 
"I can say I-told-you-ao, for I voted 
against the interim agreement with 
Egypt. Why did we not insist on 
keeping the oil-fields until a peace 
treaty was signed, and not just for 
American promises? This was one of 
our greatest mistakes, and Yitzhak 
Rabin has a lot to an swer for. 

“Yet I find it too Machiavellian 
even for a BrzezinskL I am sure that 
the U.S. Congress and American - 
.public opinion would not allow its 
government to carry out such a 


BEN-MEIR was one of the creators 
of Guah Enmnlm, having launched it 
with Hammer in 1974 at a meeting at 
Kfar Etaon. I wondered whether he, 
too, like other NRP and Likud 
leaders,' was now somewhat dis- 
enchanted with the golem that has 
been created. : 

He wriggled uncomfortably and 
launched into a long explanation of 
why Judea and Samaria wore the 
main issue, because the very securi- 
ty of Israel hinges on their future.

He stressed, howev e r, that the 
situation was now completely 
different; “And anyone engaged in 
public affairs must adjust to reality. 
The new Government la committed 
to keeping Judea and Samaria as 
part of Israel. Far the first time a 
g o vernment has gone on record — at 
the highest level in our talks with the - 
U.S. — that we wfll not puH out of 
Judea and Samaria. Accordingly, 
nothing must be allowed to hurt the 
ttihji leading Government.'' 

At the same time, Ben-Meir is will- _ 
lng to revise settlement policy. He 
opposes the old concept of es- 
tablishing numerous outposts based 
on small numbers of settlers. 
Instead, he -envisages concentrating 
all efforts oh h nfirHng four new cities 
with 20,000 Inhabitants each In 
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Samaria and . developing Ktryat 
Arba (to Judea). He fears that ef- 
forts : find -resources have been 
frittered a Way by being- spread too 
thinly. His vision tor the cities 
being near, but hot in the main Arab, 
population centres. He would .Hke to 
see copies of .Upper Nazareth to 
Ma’ale AAimim , Kadduxn, Ofra and 
Mes’ha. 

. “Once these cities are established, 
we will be able to sleep more easily. 
No one will be able toremovetfaem,” - 
he emphasized. 

- The NRP leader Is convinced that 
the Government will direct funds to 
these cities and encourage young 
couples, new immigrants, and so on 
to settle there by granting them 
Special. tkx concessions.

I 
think we should look for a way to 
bring him out at them. He thinks we 
could help with the painting and 
cleaning, but decisions about school 
policy, curriculum and firing of 
teachers should not be our concern. 
Is the man joking? Does he believe 
that our children are of such small 
concern to us that what they learn 
and whom they learn it from, la not 
our business? 

- More lectures will be given tor in- 
terested parents this year. Lectures 
about what, I wonder — cleaning and 
painting tbe walls of the schools? 
Surely even he must have noticed 
that in classes of 40-plus 'children, 
teachers need all the aides they can 
get? 

Eliezer Shmuell and Dr. Yael 
Posner have mentioned the "very 
positive phenomenon of parents' in- 


volvement," on the one hand, but 
they don't want it too close — such as 
in the classroom, for instance. They 
just rely on parents helping with the 
homework because the teacher fail* 
to cope with the size and range of the 
class. 

Parents are also expected to con- 
tribute to the school expenses. 
Books, uniforms, stationery, ' art 
equipment, money for excursions, 
outfit td theatres, book8,"liBtarieS^ 
even for tbe cupboard to keep the 
books off their children's backs. 
Parents are willing to do their share, 
but if Eliezer Shmuell's ministry 
continues this way, I predict that Ms 
classrooms will soon be empty. 

Using children for political ends is 
a disgusting business anywhere, any 
time. But if it is done with our 
children to tonal, then we, the con- 
cerned parents, can also manipulate 
them.

Chief Rabbi Jacob Ka plan took a 
position in support of Zionism 40 
years ago. As far back as 1937, In a 
Pea sab sermon which caused quite a 
sensation, the Chief Rabbi of France 
urged French Jews to support 
Zionism. Mr. Memmi was probably 
unaware of this, since he was still to 
North Africa at the time. 

What is more surprising Is that 
Mr. Memmi Ignores two Statements 
Issued by the chief rabbi wMch 
appeared in all the newspapers. One 
statement, dated June 23, 1967 and 
Issued together with the Jewish 
Coordinating Committee, protested 
against the fact that General de 
Gaulle had branded Israel as the 
aggressor after, the Six Day War. 
The other statement, dated 
November 29, 1867, protested against 
General de Gaulle's slur on Israel, 
when he called the Jews “a self- 
assured and domineering elite." 

Moreover, the chief rabbi made a 
speech in the main synagogue of 
Paris on January 18, 1970, to the 


presence of the representative of the 
■ French President and other officials, 
In which he strongly protested 
against the sale of 100 Mirages by 
Franc.e to Libya. This' speech 
resulted to a lively discussion in the 
press, particularly to "Le Monde." 

I am therefore astonished that Mr. 
Memmi should have said: “Even 
Chief Rabbi Jacob Kaplan today 
adopts public positions to favour of 
Israel," as if this were a new 
development. The same applies to 
the claim that, until the early 60 ’s, 
the French “Jewish establishment" 
did not have the "political courage 
and dignity" to Intervene on behalf 
of Israel. 

Before the war of 1956, on January 
15 of that year, the Central Con- 
sistary published a statement to the 
press protesting against the threats 
to which Isqael was being subjected. 
The following year, on January 25, 
1977, the Representative Council of 
French Jewish Org-anlzations public- 
ly supported ' Israel's demand for 
guarantees of freedom of navigation 
In the Suez Canal and the Golf of 
Akaba.
